WET MILWAUKEE 
HEARS DEBATE 


Mayor of City Champidns the 
Cause of the Liquor 
Men, 


SALOON 1S THE ENEMY 
OF LABOR, SAYS DICKIE 


Mayor Rose, of. Milwaukee, 
Quotes Georgia Statistics. 
He Declares There Is More 
Drunkenness in Maine Than 
in Wisconsin—First of Three 
Debates. 


Milwaukee, Wis.. March 26.—One of 
the most remarkable debates ever held 
was that tonight on the question, 
“Resolved. That Prohibition. as Ap- 
plied to the Manufacture and Sale of 
Intoxicating Beverages, Is Right.” 
with Mayor David S. Rose. of Milwau- 
kee, defending the negative. and Dr. 
Samuel Dickie, president of Aibfon 
college, Albion, Mich., as the speaker 
for the *rohibitionists. The great 
hippodrome, with .a seating capacity 
of 4.000, was jammed to the doors, 
and although admission was by card, 
great throngs of people were turned 
away. There were five applications 
for every ticket, and although the 
admission was free, tickets being is- 
sued t® the various civic associations, 
offers of substantial sums for tickets 
were frequently made. This was the 
first of three debates, the second to be 
gxiven at Chicago, and 
some city in the south. 

Mayor Rose, at the recent Louisville 
convention of the National Model Li- 
cense League, challenged the national 
prohibition party to produce its best 
Orator to meet him on the question de- 
bated tonight. No decision was ren- 
dered. 

Liquor Enemy of Labor. 


Mr. Dickie was the first eEveker. 


He said. in. part... 


“The prohibition of the ‘Wquor traf. 
fic is right, if considered only from 
the economic standpoint. The saloon 
is the foe of capital, but preeminently 
the enemy of labor. It paralyzes the 
arm of the workingman, shortens his 
life, excludes him from many lucrative 
callings, decreases his ppwer as a 
producer and throws into the labor 
market a vast mass of debased and un- 
intelligent laborers who compete disas. 
trously with the sober and industrious 
workmen. No line of manufacture 
gives employment to so few men in 
proportion to the capital invested as 
does the liquor traffic. : 

“The liquor business breeds crimi- 
nals. The testimony of prison chap- 
lains, of wardens, sheriffs and judges 
of the criminal courts warrants the as- 
sertion that from 80 to 90 per cent of 
crime is directly or indirectly trac- 
able to the use of intoxicating liquors. 

“Not only is the liquor traffic a 
breeder of criminals, but it is, itself, 
largely composed of men who go not 
hesitate to violate the law. The great 
majority of retail liquor sellers are 
open and notorious law-breakers. 

“The friends of the liquor traffic are 
such as to condemn it by their own 
character and conduct. Conceding 
that a few men of fair respectability 
are its apologists, it nevertheless re- 
mains true that the lawless classes, 
the thieves, the gamblers, the thugs, 
the blacklegs, the outcasts, the hariots, 
the low and viler degraded of both 
sexes can be depended upon to the last 
man and the last woman, to stand with 
Milwaukee's mayor in opposing pro- 
hibition and advocating the saloon.” 

Prohibiton Is Wrong. 

In arguing that prohibition is wrong, 
Mayor Rose treated the subject from 
three viewpoints—the Biblical, ethical 
und material. He claimed that, while 
in ancient times the evil existed, when 
the Ten Commandments were written, 
no attempt was made to inject prohi- 
bition, and he challenged anyone to 
find one word in the Bible advocating 
the theories of prohibitionists. Treat- 
ing the subdject from the ethical side, 
he took the census figures of the gov- 
ernméht and records of cities and 
states to prove that prohibition § in- 
creased crime, insanity, deaths, domes- 
tic infelicity, pauperism and stagnated 
business. He took the criminal records 
of Milwaukee, a wide-open town, and 
showed thet the arrests here per 
capita were less than in the prohibi- 
tion states of Maine, Kansas and 
Georgia. He showed that more 
drunkenness existed in Maine than 
Wisconsin. He quoted census figures 
showing that more insanity existed in 
prohibition states than in neighboring 
“wet” states, and that the death rates 
in Maine and Kansas were higher 
than in the wet states adjoining. 

Much was said about thousands of 
drunkards dying every year, but the 
mayor “wgain quoted census figures to 
show that more people died from 
whooping cough and measles than al. 
coholism. Of the latter disease, 6.4 per- 
sons in every 100,000 died, while of 
digestive diseases 231.3 in every 100,000 
died. 

Diverces in Prohi States. 

He quoted figures to show that 
there were more divorces in Kansas 
and Maine than in Wisconsin, a wet 
state; that prohibition states also had 
more paupers. He said the bank de- 
posits of dry states were smalier than

BLAZING AUTOMOBILE 


$2,000 House and $3,000 Car Burn 


SET RESIDENCE AFIRE 


A two-story farm house, valued at 
$2,000, near Center Hill, on the river 
road, and a $3,000 automobile, the prop- 
erty of S. A. Osburn, of this city, were 
completely destroyed by fire 7 ead 
afternoon, following the explosion of 
the automobile’s gasoline tank. Less 
than ten minutes before the explosion 
three ladies and? a gentieman of this 
city quitted the machine, most probably 
escaping being horribly burned. The 
negro chauffeur. working on the car at 
the time, miraculously escaped injury. 

The accident occurred ghortiy after 4 


o'clock. A. W. Braselton, a well-known 
| Pharmacist of this city, 


in company 
with Mrs, R. fu Hardman and her two 
daughters, had gone to a farm of 8S. A. 
Osburn, the purchase of which is con- 
templated by Braselton. Mr. Osburn’s 
machine was used to make the trip. 
Some distance from their destination 


, the chauffeur had trouble with the car. 


He stated that something was wrong 
with the sparkcr. Little was thought 
of the matter. however, and the trip 
continued. When the Osburn farm was 
reached the car was stopped near the 
farm house. Mr. Braselton, in order 
to inspect a peach orchard, left the car 
and walked some distance from the 
road, He was accompanied by the 
three ladies, :

Thex neached the scene to find both the 
house and the machine a roaring mass 
of flames. It was seen that neither 
could be saved, but a portion of the 
furniture was rescued from the house. 

A peculiar feature of the accident is 
that no one seems to know exactly how 
the fire origin The chauffeur states 
that after bei left 
to the near. of the house fer the pur- 


pose of getting water for it. This was 
done, he states, with the permission of 


the negro occupant of the house. He 
was busily at work on the car,® he 
states, whem he noticed that the house, 
less than 5 feet from his machine, was 
ablaze. <An instant later the gasoline 
tank exploded, throwing blazing gaso- 
Oline in every direction. The negro 
beHeves that a small quentity of burn- 
ing gasoline from the rear of the car 
ignited the house before he was aware 
of the presence of the fire in the ma- 
chine. 

Both the machine and the house were 
totally destroyed. When the fine had 
burned itself out the car was only an 
almost unrecognizable heap of iron, 
while the house had burned to the 
ground. Mr. Braselton and the ladies 


were forced to return to the city in a’ 


wagon hired from a nearby farmer. 
The estimated loss occasioned by the 
fire is in the*® neighborhood of $6,000.

PRES. ROOSEVELT’S ORDER 


REVOKED 


BY PRES. TAFT 


Washington, March 26.—The last re- 
maining vestige of the Roosevelt er- 
der taking marines off the battleships 
and cruisers of the United States navy 
was swept away today when Presi- 
dent Taft, after the matter had been 
considered at a cabinet meeting, di- 
rected that an order be issued restor- 
ing the marines to exactly the same 
duties they performed prior to being 
ordered ashore. After congress had 
placed a provision in the navy appro- 
priation bill to the effect that a cer- 
tain percentage of the marine corps 
should be assigned to ship duty, an 
order was issued the day before Pres- 
ident Roosevelt went out of office re- 
storing the marines to ships, but plac 
ing them under the orders of the cap- 


tains of the vera on which they 


were-to serve. 
a 


Under the old ‘order of things, the 
Marines were given specific duties. 
One of these was to man ¢ertain guns 
of the secondary battery. The order 
placing them under the direction of 
the ship’s captain made it possible to 
assign the marines to any sort of duty 
and to deprive them of manning any 
part of the ship’s battery. 

In restoring the old regulations, the 
president acted upon the recommenda- 
tion of the general board of the navy. 
The folowing memorandum was issued 
on the subject at the white house: 

“Upon the recommendation of the 
general board, it was decided at the 
cabinet meeting that the amendments 
to the regulations adopted on March 
3 in regard to the marines should be 
revoked and the old regulations should 
be restored.”’

Mrs. Etta Longwell, Woman 
Suspected of Murdering Mrs. 


Been Engaged to Mr. Culbert- 
son—Clears Self of Suspicion 


Vincennes, Ind., March 26.—Mrs. Jes- 
sie Lee Overton Culbertson, young 
woman of mystery, sad-hearted though 
a bride of three months, was not mur- 
dered. She slew herself after arrang- 
ing am hysterically dramatic situation 
to throw the murder on another wom- 
an. Her husband and relatives tear- 
fully acknowledged today that their 
suspicions that she was kfiled at the 
instigation of another woman for 
jealous revenge, were unfounded. 

The body of a miniature skeleton, 
which had been attached to a skull 
found in the pocket of Mrs. Culbert- 
son’s apron when she was discovered, 
gagged in a shed near her home last 
Wednesday, after swallowing carbolic 
acid, was found late today near the 
shed beneath a pile of debris. This 
toy skeleton Mrs. Culbertson hed in 
her possession months ago. 

Proof that the suicide 
anonymous threatening letters to her- 
self was also established today. A let- 
ter she wrote to her husband at Bridge- 
port, Iils., is inscribed on stationery 
just like that on which was pinned 
the anonymous notes. 

When the watermark of the letter 
was shown to the husband and his par- 
ents, they asserted their belief that no 
murder had been committed. 

It was Mrs. Etta Lomgwell, of Chi- 
cago, formerly of Vincennes, whom the 
Culbertsons charged with causing the 
death of Mrs. Culbertson. Now they 
wish it made plain that they were mis- 
taken. 

“Her name should be cleared by all 
means,’ said Culbertson. ‘I cannot un- 
derstand why Jéssie should kill her- 
eeif. She was strange, though, now 
that all this has happened to recali 
many things. She never would tell me 
about her past. She said her father 
and mother were dead. I have heard 
that she formerly lived im Waco, Texas, 
and in Dublin, Texas, where she is 
said to have had a brother. I have 
triéd to communicate with relatives, but 
cannot get any word from them.”’

Chicago, March 26.—Mrs. Etta Long- 
well, 708 West Madison street, who ad- 
mits that she is the woman referred to 
in newspaper stories, in connection with 
the death of Mrs. Russell Culbertson, 
of Vincennes, Ind., declared today that 
she had nothing to do with the death 
of the woman and denied that she ever 
knew the wife of Russell Culbertson.

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Deposed Dictator Sails 
for. Venezuela.

“Tt am a Man of Destiny’. He 


Says—He Also Asserts That 
the People of Venezuela 
Want Him in Power Again. 


Pauillae, France, March 26,—Cipriano 
Castro, former president of Venezuela, 
and the members of hig party left here 
at 4 o'clock this afternoon on board the 
steamer Guadeloupe, for Port of Spain, 
Trinidad, where he is due to arrive 
April 10. 

Mr. Poy, the representative of a Paris 
firm engaged in the manufacture of fire- 
arms, confered with Senor Castro this 
morning, and after the Guadeloupe left, 
intimated that Castro had already a 
vessel fitted up in a European port, 
ready to sail for Venezuela, in the in- 
terests of a revolution at a moment's 
notice. 

After boarding the Guadeloupe, Castro 
asked the Associated Press to announce 
that, after recuperating at Trinidad, he 
would go to Venezuela, 

I Am a Man of Destiny. 

Asked whether he was ambitious again 
to become president of Venezuela, Senor 
Castro removed his cap and replied: 

“TI seek the quietude of my native soil,”’ 
and with grandiloquent flourieh of his 
arms, he added, “but I am a man of 
destiny.”’ 

Then, replacing his cap on his head, 
he said: 

“If you ask me for a message to my 
people, tell them that I wanted to re- 
turn to establish my innocence, but that 
they would not let me. The people will 
understand the message.’ 

“Is it ~true, Senor Castro, that you 
have engaged a steamer in Europe to 
be used, if necessary, in a revolutionary 
movement against Venezuela?’ he was 
asked. 

“For the present, I 
plans,” he replied. 

As the correspondent was leaving the 
cabin of Senor Castro, on board the 
Guadeloupe, he was called back by the 
former president. 

Looks Like Revolution. 

“I want you to picture me to the 
‘worlkd,”’ he said, “as a man betrayed by 
false friends—as a man who went forth 
in search of health and now returns to 
establish his honor.’’ 

Notwithstanding Castro's protestations 
that he did not contemplate a revolution, 
his whole attitude Beapoke the contrary. 
Moreover, it is believed that, secretly, 
he is gratified that he was not permitted’ 
to go to Venezuela, as it serves his 
purpose to pose as a martyr at a con- 
venient place from which he can get 
into touch with his partisans, 

He gaid: “I am é6ure the people are 
ready to receive me. The Gomez gov- 
ernment seeks to exclude me because it 
fears the country will proclaim me pres- 
ident.”’

SHIPPERS UP IN ARMS

It Is Stated by High Authority 
That All the Railroads En- 
tering Atlanta Will Agree 
to Have the Old Rules as to 
Classes Kept in Effect—In- 
justice of Advance Shown.

| The increase in freight rates, through 
a change in classification, of which 
shippers throughout the southeastern 
territory were given notice, as stated 
in yesterday's Constitution, will ter- 
minate just as soon as the railroads can 
get the consent of the interstate com- 
merce commission to restore the old 
ruies. This statement comes from an 
authoritative source and it is stated 
that all the southeastern lines will go 
back to the old rule. 

The increase in rates was to be ef- 
fected by a change in the minimum 
charge rule for interstate traffic. Under 
the old rule ‘all shipments of less than 
i00 pounds were charged for at 
the rate for 100 pounds, according 
to the class in which the shipment fell. 
Under the new rule all shipments under 
100 pounds were charged for at the 
rate for 100 pounds, first class, thus giv- 
ing the highest possible rate. 

The change went into effect March 20 
and raised such a storm of protest froin 
shippers and small merchants through- 
out the country that the roads have de- 
cided to rescind the order. Some were 
opposed to the change from the first, 
and have already given notice that they 
do not desire the change and al! will be 
back on the old basis in a short time. 
The interstate commerce commission 
requires thirty days’ notice for all 
changes, but in this instance it is said 
an exception may be made and this has 
already been asked by the roads. 

Statement by a Shipper. 

As an illustration of what the change 
would have meant, the following state- 
pment has been given The Constitution 
by a prominent shipper: 

“Few people realize what it would 
have meant to the small general mer- 
chant throughout the south had the 
proposed change in the classification of 
freight rates remained effective. It now 
appears through some misunderstanding 
the new classification which practically 
pounds to 200 pounds, was put into 
effect unintentionally.

Fordney, of Mich., and 
Byrd, of Miss., Clash. 


Washington, March 26.—The monotony 
of the tariff debate in the house was 
relieved for a time today by a clash be- 
tween Messrs. Fordney, of Michigan, and 
Byrd, of Mississippi, which came near 
ending in blows. Mr. Fordney had been 
making an exhaustive discussion .of the 
lumber schedule, when he was inter- 
rupted by the Mississippian, who in- 
sisted that the lumber manufacturers, 
of which Mr. Fordney was one, were 
in @ trust. Mr. Fordney peremptorily 
denied the statement and said that Mr. 
Byrd “didnt know 4a damn thing 
about it." 

The Mississippi member made a move 
toward Mr. Fordney and was in the act 
of removing his coat when some of his 
democratic colleagues took hold of him. 
Later, it developed that the incident 
grew out of 4 misunderstanding, and 
both men made mutual explanations and 
apologies. 

Mr. Fordney made a notable speech 
on the subject of lumber, and pleaded 


in the rough. 

Mr. Fordney admitted, in response to 
a question by Mr. Bartlett, of Georgia, 
that whether the duty on lumber was 
increased, lowered or removed, south- 
ern lumber could not be carried into 


the territory north of the Olilo river in 


competition with Canadian lumber, be- 
cause of prohibitive freight rates. 

Mr. Siayden and Mr. Hardy, of Texas, 
declared that they had good reasons to 
believe that a lumber trust, or opgmbi- 
nation, does exist, to fix the price of 
lumber. 

“I have been in.the lumber business 
since | was a boy,” said Mr. Fordney, 
“and I have never known of a lumber 
trust.”’ 

Diametrically opposed to him wae Mr. 
(Howland, of Ohio, who wanted the prod- 
uct placed on the free list. 

Others who spoke were Messrs. Pou, 
of North Carolina, and Macon, of Ar- 
kansas, both of whom arraigned the 
Payne bill for not accomplishing what 
it was claimed it would do, winle Mr.

in wet states, and claimed that prohi- 
bition had been a failure wherever 
tried, because it was impossible to 
correct the ills and weaknesses of man 
by laws. In the south, the theory had 
failed; liquor was to be had not only 
by whites, but by blacks, and that a 
marked increase in the drug habit was 
noticeable. Nation-wide prohibition, he 
said, would mean a loss of $215,903,000 
of revenue a year to the government:

‘Eighteen Railroads Announce 
That They Will at Once 
Start Action in the Adjoining 
States Testing the Validity 
of the Two-Cent Rate. 


~ St. Louis, March 26.—The 3-cent local 
ticket rate and the 2,000-mile inter- 
changeable book wil! be put in effect 
April 10, according toan official state- 
ment issued by the eighteen railroads 
in Missouri tonight. The statement was 
issued after the return of the railroad 
representatives from Jefferson City, 
where conferencés on the passenger 
rate question were held with Governor 
Hadley, Attorney General Major and 
members of the railroad committee of 
the legislature. 

The statement also announces that 
the action to test the validity of the 
2-cent laws in adjoining ‘states will be 
brought at once. After stating thal 
the most cordial good feeling existed 
during the conference at Jefferson 
City, the statemént reads: 

Statement of Railroads. 


“As the matter now stands as be- 
tween the railroad proposition ana 
that of the executive and legislative 
departments, there is a difference whica 
might be classified as detail. 

“In other words, the establishment of 
the 3-cent basis for through and inter- 
state rates will not be objected to, and 
a 2,000-mile. interchangeable mileage 
book upon a basis of 2 cents net, is ac- 
ceptable to both sides. The state favoreé 
a 500-mile book, good upon an indi- 
vidual road and for bearer at 21-4 
cents per mile. 

“The railroads offer in lieu of this a 
500-mile book, good over alj of the 
railroads in the stete and for bearer, 
at 21-2 cents per mile, and upon an 
individual railroad a 500-mile book, 
good for owner only, for 21-4 cents 
per mile. All mileage books in bota 
cases to be good for one year. 

‘The objection by the railroads to the 
21-4-cent individual railroad bearer 
mileage book is the fact that where 
more than one-half cent difference is 
made between the ordinary local ticket 
rate and the bearer mileage rate, it 
will be used by scalpers, and also to 
reduce interstate rates. 

“The mileage book which the rail- 
roads offer would be flat 21-2 cents; 
the difference would not represent a 
profit to both scalpers and purchaser; 
therefore this ticket would not be 
scalped.” 

In reference to the traveler of smal] 
‘means and for short distances, the 
statement reads: 

“The opinion of every passenger 
traffic official is that the practical ef- 
feet of the 21-2 cents state-wide mile- 
age book would be to extend the ben- 
efit of that rate to every traveler.

Declare Three-Fourths of 
BeKalb Favor the 
Movement.

After having been suppressed, it is 
alleged, for some time by the DeKalb 
county grand jury, now in session, the 
report of the committee appointed by the 
September grand jury to take steps look- 
ing to the annexation of DeKalb by Ful- 
ton county, has been made public. In 
this report, the committee not only ex- 
presses itself as being strongly in favor 
of the proposed annexation, but gives 
the opinion that fully three-fourths and 
possibly nine-tenths of the residents of 
DeKalb davor the plan. 

The committee reports that a thorough 
investigation of the matter has been 
made and the following facts ascer- 
tained: | 

The law provides that such an an- 


Mexation of one county by an adjoining 


county may be made on the two-thirds 
vote of the county to be annexed. In 
the election at which this vote is cast, 
Only residents of the county which it is 
proposed to dissolve may participate, 
residents of the other county affected 
being barred. The two-thirds vote is 
reckoned from the number of votes cast 
in the election and not from the number 
of qualified voters of the county. 

No Taw providing for the holding of 
such an election to determine whether 
@r not a county is to be merged is to be 
found on the statute books. The com- 
mittee recommends that a bill providing 
for the holding of such an election be 
introduced by DeKalb’s representatives 
at the next session of the legislature. 

The members of the committee caused 
to be circulated among the qualified 
voters of DeKalb county petitions ask- 
ing that the county’s representatives 
prepare and have passed by the legisia- 
ture such bdDilis as are necessary for sub- 
mitting to the voters of the county the 
question of dissolution and merger. These 
petitions were circulated in a casual 
manner through only a. portion of the 
county. However, the names of more 
than 1,700 qualified voters were secured: 
Residents of East Atlanta and Edge- 
wood were not allowed to sign these 
petitions, as it was believed that these 
towns would have been taken into Pul- 
ton county before the question of an- 
nexation could be settled.

JUDGE ADMITS STATEMENT 


Witness Said He Would Not Be. 
lieve Breeland Under Oath. 


| Amite, La., March 26.—The most im- 


portant development during the trial of 
Avery Blount, charged with murdering 
the Breeland family, came today, when 
Judge Ellis decided to admit the dying 
statement of Breeland, as related by 
witnesses. 

Witnesses testified that Breeland had 
said he realized he was dying and then 
declared that Avery Blount had shot 
him; that either Ben Kinehen or Jim 
Bankston. was with Blount; and that 
after he (Breeland) had been shot, “they” 
shot his wife and stepdaughter. On 
cross-examination one of the witnesses 
Said that Breeland’s reputation as to 
truth was not good and that ordinarily 
he would not believe him under oath. 

It was also testified that Avery Blount 
was the only man living in or near 
Tickfaw who owned a ten-gauge breech- 
loading shotgun. Empty shells of this 
calibre were found on the scene of the 
killing. 

Blount had told one witness, accord- 
ing to evidence brought out by the 
prosecution, that he was going to Amite 
with Ben Kinehen and that Garfield 
Kinchen might also go. This was about 
5 o'clock in the afternoon of the day of 
the killing. At that time Blount was «a 
constable and Ben Kinchen wes pre- 
sumed to be a fugitive from justice. 
Kinchen was charged with killing the 
husband of Mrs. Dverett three days be- 
fore. Mrs. Everett was a daughter of 
the Breelands. She was murdered the 
same time as her parents. 


Will Recognize Annexation.

A PUBLIC ADDRESS 


Educators May Visit Miss 
Berry’s School at 
Rome.

The coming of Gifford Pinchot to 
speak at the conference for education 
in the south, which holds here April 
14, 15 and 16, will be an event of far- 
reaching interest, and an effort will 
be made to have him make a special 
address beside the one which will be a 
brilliant feature of the educational con- 
Lerence. 

Georgia’s conservation committee wili 
probably be officially notified of his 
coming by the governor, and under their 
auspices may be arranged an occasion 
when Georgians may hear this distin- 
guished and thoughtful man, called the 
tather of the forestry preservation 
movement. 

The tendency of the movement to co- 
ordinate education with every phase of 
the conserving and development of the 
country’s natural resources, makes the 
address of Mr. Pinchot of twofold in- 
terest and significance. 

His theme will be: “How the Na- 
tional Government May Cooperate with 
the States in, Bettering Rural Condi- 
tions,” and he will speak- the evening of 
April 1I5. 

Miss Berry’s Excursion. 

An interesting incident to the confer- 
ence is the excursion being arranged 
for the members of the conference to 
visit the Berry Industrial School for 
Mountain Boys near Rome. The excur- 
sion is being arranged by that noble 
young woman, Miss Martha Berry, of 
Rome, who founded the school and 
maintained it in its early days. Through 
her effort the school has enlarged in 
scope, and now is a splendid illustra- 
tion of the type of school which best 
fits the boy of the rural district for the 
development of the resources around 
him. 

Agricultural andindustrial, primarily, 
the curriculum carries also an academic 
side, and educational specialists have 
recognized the schoo] to be a model of 
its kind. 

When the time came in the life and

City Must Sue in the 


Courts. 


City Attorney States That Sev- 
eral Suits Are Now Pending. 
Contractors and Bondsmen : 
Ignore All Notices of Needéd 
Repairs on Streets. 


According to the statement of the city 
attorney, there has never been collect- 
ed a bond given for street paving with-- 
out a lawsuit. Only one such bond has 
ever been collected, and there is now 
pending in the state court suits for the 
collection of bonds for nearly every 
asphalt-paved street in the city. 

Whenever a street has been paved With 
asphalt the contractors hawe been re- 
quired to give a bond to insure the pav- 
img iffor ten years. There bonds have 
all been regular and were regarded as 
gilt-edge security. Yet when the street 
paving required repairs before the ten 
years expired, the centractors refused to 
do the repairing. The city had to do the 
work and then depend upon collecting 
the costs out of the bondsmen. All no- 
tices, according to the city attorney, 
were ignore@ by the contractors and by 
the bondsmen. 

Only One Bond Collected. 
In only one case during the past fif- 


teen years has the ‘city been able to 


block paving on North avenue. In this 
case the city had to sue, and when the 
case was reached the bond company paid 
the amount of the suit, which was about 
$2,000. 


repair work on nearly every asphalt- 
paved street in the city. It seems that 
while the contractors give the necessary 
bonds and the security seems to be per- 
fectly good, the only way that the city 
can collect is by doing the necessary 
work and suing the contractors and 
bondsmen. 

To show that these bonds were given 
and are apparently perfectly good, the 
following instances are recited: 

Some of the Bonds Given. 

For the asphalt paving on Mitchell 
street, the Asphalt Paving Company of 
Georgia gave a ten-year bond to the 
amount of $600 on December 14, 1904, 
and the security was The Fidelity and, 
Deposit Company of Maryland. 

For the pavement on Peters and 
Peachtree streets the Southern Paving 
and Construction Company gave a ten- 
year bond on March 3!, 1903, for $2I,- 
000. which was signed by the National 
Security Company of New York. 

For the paving on a portion of Pryor 
street, Hunter street and Whitehall 
street, the Southern Paving and Con- 
struction Company gave a ten-year bond 
for $12,000 on April Zi, 1902, the Na- 
tional Surety Company signing the bond. 

iFor a portion of the paving on Peters 
street. the Southern Paving and Con- 
struction Company gave a ten-year bond. 
on May 17, 1902, for $6,225, the Na- 
tional Surety Company signing the bond. 

These are some of the outstanding 
street paving bonds upon which the city 
finds it unable to make any collection. 

There is believed to be something 
wrong either in the contract of the se- 
curing of bonds which puts the city to 
the expense and trouble of making col- 
lections only through the courts, and 
the matter may be taken up whenever 
another contract of the kind is made.

Columbus, Ga., March 26.—(Special.)— 
Hon. Joseph M. Brown, governor-elect 
of Georgia, who spent Wednesday in 
Columbus, will make rather an ex- 
tensive trip through southern Georgia 
before returning to his home at Mari- 
etta. He left this city for Dawson, and 


from there goes to Fort Gaines, Lees- 
in the 
southern section.of the state. 

When Mr. Brown~was in Columbus, 
he said that he had visited already 
over eighty Georgia counttes, and had 
everywhere been received a very 
cordial manner. He is evidently en- 
joying his trip, and the hearty recep- 
tion which he is being accorded, and 
impressed his Columbus friends as be- 
ing in excellent health and in the 
highest of spirits. 

The next governor of Georgia will 
be a very busy man from now until 
the time of his inauguration. He re- 
marked, while in Columbus, that he 
had an engagement for every day from 
the present time up to a date in May.

Will Go te Larger Counties. 

The commission will not, however, 
distribute them pro rata among. the 
counties of the state. It is itg pur- 
Pose tO dispose of them as “overs” or | 
as the new law contemplated “overs” 
should be disposed of, should there be 
any. 

The white convicts will be sent chief- 
ly to the larger counties of the state 
such as Fulton, Richmond, Bibb and 
others if they are prepared to take 
them and work them separate and 
apart from the negro convicts. 

It is said that Fulton would take all 
of them if the commission should rie) 
award them, but it is likely they will 
be divided among three or four of the 
larger counties. 

This policy will be pursued because 
of the fact that the arrangement will 
be only temporary and it is the com- 
mission’s purpose to get a farm and put 
them on it just as soon as it can do so. 

Still an Open Question. 

“The question of the selection of a 
prison farm ig still an open one,” Chair. 
man Turner’ said. and Commissioners 
Evans and William assented, “and we 
shall proceed to get one just as quick- 
ly as we can. 

“We do not, however, know of any 
other farm at this time which con- 
forms to our ideas of all that the law 
requires and contemplates... “ft is our 
Purpose to continue the ig vestigation 
and just as s00n as we can find a place 
which we regard satisfactory for the 
purposes of the gtate, we shall recom- 
mend it to the governor.” 

But all of the members of the com- 
mission are agreed that it will not be 
possible now to do anything in time to 
avoid making disposition of the white 
convicts on the roads on April !, until 
such time as a farm can he Secured. 


As to the Duty Involved. 

The members of the commission take 
issue with the point rafsed by the 
governor that the law contemplates 
that an immediate selection shall be 
made. They furthermore state that 
the proposal to put the white con- | 
victs on the roads originated with the 
commission, and when they came to | 
the conclusion that this would be the 
proper disposition to make of them. 
they set about looking for a farm just 
as soon as the governor informed them | 
that there was money enough on hand 
with which to buy a farm. 

Rut the purchase of a farm. they 
hold, is optional with them, under the 
law; they may buy or not, as they see 
fit. Following is the section of the 
new convict act bearing upon this 
point, and to which reference is made: 

Section 17. Be it further enacted, That in 
order to carry into effect the terms of this 
act the prison commission, with the approval 
of the governor, is hereby authorized to pur- 
chase, or lease, for a period of five years, 
with the option to purchase at any time, one 
or more tracts of land, located at some con- 
venient point, for the purpose of working 
the convicts thereon; but before said tract or 
tracts of land are purchased or leased. ad- 
vertisements asking for proposals shall be 
published In four of the dafly papers of this 
state, and the abstract of titles of said land 
approved by the attorney general. 

While the attorney general has not 
been called upon to construe this 
feature- of the law, according to the 
commission’s view, the purchase of a 
farm or farme is entirely within their 
discretion, the governor having no au- 
thority outside of approval or disap- 
proval of the selection which they 
make. 


Where the Views Differ. 

It should not be understood that the 
commission and the governor have in 
any sense fallen out over the matter. 
According to a statement of the case 
made by a member of the commission. 
there is simply a difference of opinion 
between thém as to what the law con- 
templates. Governor Smith, it is 
is the opinion of the commission that 
what the state wants Is simply an ag- 
ricultural farm. The commission, on 
the other hand, considers that some- 
thing beyond this is contemplated. It 
is the apinion of the commission that 
the farm ‘should possess materials in 
the shape of timber and brick clay for 
the manufacture of various products 
which are needed not only in the 
building and establishment of a per- 
manent penitertiary, but which may 
be needed in the future in the work of 
roadbuilding and in connection with 
other public works in the state. 

The Wimberly place, it appears, is 
the only one which the commission in- 
vestigated which fulfills tts ideas in , 
these respects. The governor found, 
from his standpoint, material objec- 
tions to it and disapproved it. 

This brings the matter to an end un- 
4 commission can look about and

The commission states it will do this 
just as soon as possible, and when the 
place is found, < recommendation to 
the governor will follow.

“While I am duly impressed with the 
importance of buying land with timber 
from which hoe handles and plow 
stocks can be made,” Governor Smith 
said, referring to that aspect of the sit- 
uation, “as a business proposition, it 
is still important to have sufficient 
good land on which to use the hoes and 
plows.” 

So far as the Greer place was con- 
cerned, he said he had never been 
wedded to it, and if the matter had 
been left wholly to him, probably he 
would not have selected it. 

While he did not hold to the view 
that the commission is compelled un- 
der the law to make another selection 
immediately, -he considers it the duty 
of the commission to do so in pursu- 
ance of the spirit, if not the specific 
terms, of the act.

STREET PAVING

resses, the investigation takes on all 
the solemnity of a court inquiry. 

The committee first considered two 
ordinances which had been introduced 
in council providing that the superin- 
tendence of the street paving shall be 

- taken from the city engineer and 
placed with the commissioner of pub- 
lie works. It was these ordinances 
that started the investigation. 

Before Mr. Collier was heard from 
as to his charges against the city en- 
gineer, Alderman Huddleston said that 
he had heard a lot of talk about there 
being factions ‘fn GoltincM, over this 
matter, as well as factions in the po- 
lice board. 

“YT have heard it stated,” said Alder- 
man Huddleston, “that I. would have to 
do whatever Alderman Hancock and 
Commissioner Collier wanted done, ag 
they owned a controlling interest in 
my printing plant. All such talk is 
mere nonsense and rot.” 

Will Go to the Bottom. 

All the members of the committee 
agreed to go to the bottom of the 
whole question, and settle once and for 
all the trouble that has existed be- 
tween the city engineer and the com- 
missioner of public works for several 
years. 

It was decided that Mr. Collier make 
his charges first, and then state how 
he expected to prove them. The 
asphalt paved streets were first acted 
upon. Mr. Collier stated that, because 
of a lack of proper inspection, the 
asphalt streets had been poorly paved, 
and were wearing out too soon. He 
raid there were only two ways to prove 
this—one by cutting out sections of 
the asphalt streets and using a little 
horse sense, and the other by getting 
an expert to make an _  <inspection. 
Mr. ‘Collier said something about deal- 
ing only with the asphalt pavement. 
whereupon Captain Clayton rose 
quickly to his feet and exclaimcd: 

“I object to anything being with- 
drawn. He haz made his charges; let 
him’ prove them, if he can.” 

Upon request of Mr. Collier, the com- 
mittee called tor the specifications and 
contracts under which the following 

‘@treets had been paved with asphalt: 
Waitehall, from Windsor to the Southern | 
tailway; Whitehall, from the Central 
railway to the Southern railway; 
Peters, from the viaduct to Walker 
street; Pryor, from Mitchell to Kenny’s 
adjiey; Nelson, from ‘Madison to Forsyth. 

When asked about Peachtree street, 
which was the last to be paved with that 
asphalt, Mr Collier stated that he had 
recently taken out a sample of that 
pavement and found it to be in “pretty 
good condition.” Mr. Collier stated that 
his department had Seen called to make 
over eix thousand patches in one year 


on the asphalt streets. He claimed that 


the pavement had failed to last, either 
because the asphalt had been laid too 
thin or was not properly mixed. 

Mayor Maddox asked Mr. Collier if 4 
pavement showed a wear of as much as 
an inch in two years, if that would be 
any proof that the city engineer should 
be blamed and that the pavement was 
not laid according to specifications. 

Mr. Collier called upon the committee 
to make a personal inspection of all the 
asphalt streets, and the committee 
agreed to do so. 

Captain Clayton Makes Answer. 

Captain Clayton was asked to answer 
Mr. Collier’s charges as to the asphalt 
pavement. He replied that he had wit- 
nesses present, some fifteen in number, 
whom he would place upon the stand 


and disprove every change that Mr. Col- 
lier had made. 5 

Captain Clayton’s first witness was T. 
H.| Lasley, president: of the Southern 
Paving and Congtruction Company. Mr. 
Lasley stated that he had been in the 
asphalt paving business for twenty years. 


He said it was impossible to lay asphalt 


of an equal thickness on any street and 
some places must be thinner than 
others. 

‘An asphalt pavement.” said Mr. Las- 
ley, ‘“‘may be reduced in thickness by 
compression, which is a good thing for 
the pavement. — It is, therefore, no test 
of a pavement to show that it has been 
reduced in thickness.” 

While he was on the stand, Mr. Las- 
ley was incidentally asked why his com- 
pany had not paid for repairs on pave- 
ments when it had given bond to do so. 
He replied that he had made some re- 
pairs in Atlanta, but refused to make 
others because the street car track had 
injured the pavement. Mr. Lasley was 
still on the stand when the court of in- 
quiry adjourned until 2:30 o'clock. 

The Afternoon Session. 

At the afternoon session no further 
questions were asked Mr. Lasley. 

S. L. Craney, of Chattanooga, general 
manager of the Southern Paving and 
Construction Company, took the stand. 
He stated that Atlanta's streets had been 
well paved by his company and the 
city’s inspectors had done their fu]! duty. 
He said first-class asphalt, properly 
mixed, had been used, and the work 
well done. Atlanta’s asphalt-paved 
Streets compared favorably with other 
cities. He said no line marks were used, 
but the thickness of the pavement was 
judged by the eye and the loads 
hauled. 

Judge Candler asked Mr. Craney if a 
pavement laid with two inches of 
asphalt showed only a half inch after 
two years, what would such a condition 
indicate, and the witness replied that it 
might be due to either poor asphalt or 
great wear from travel. He said the 
city’s inspector made thorough tests and 
understood his business. ‘ 

He stated that if too much sand was 
used the asphalt would not be com- 
pressed by the roller, 

In answer to questions by Commis- 
sioner Collier, Mr. Craney said he used 
10 per cent of Trinidad asphalt. Mr. 
Collier raised the point, if 10 per cent of 


asphalt was used, there would not be 
that percentage of bitumen. 

Mr. Collier pressed the witness for an 
answer, as an expert, to the question 
what would cause the pavement to dis- 
integrate in a ffew years if the founda- 
tion was still good? Mr. Craney re- 
plied that the: pavement might wash 
away or crack from contraction of the 
ground. He asked Mr. Collier not to 
laugh when asking questions. . The wit- | 
ness did not think that two ‘samples 


taken in each block would be a test of 
the condition of a street pavement. 

Mr. Craney concluded by remarking 
that he depended for a living on his rep- 
utation as an asphalt expert and Mr. 
Collier ‘“couldn’t put any black-eye on 
it, neither.” 3 

Said Work Was Well Done. 

The next witness was Tom O’Neal, 
who laid the pavement on some of the 
streets for the Southern Paving and Con- 
struction Company. .He said that the 
city’s inspectors had carefully inspected } 


and measured the thickness of all 
asphait pavement. In answer to a ques- 
tion by Alderman Huddleston, he stated 
that if the asphalt pavement was now 
level with the manholes, the indication 
would be that the asphalt was as thick 
now as it was when laid. 

The witness said that rolling or un- 
even pavement was due to too much 
asphalt or gas leakage. In reply to a 
question by the mayor, he said that the 
specifications called for a special per- 
centage of asphalt or sand. Asphalt can 
be laid, he stated, with one-eighth or 


One-quarter of an inch of the thickness 
required. He believed that an asphalt 
pavement might wear one-half inch in 
two years. 

Dr. Charles D’Alvigny was the next 
witness. He stated that he was the in- 
epector for the city when the asphalt 
pavement was laid. He said he closely 
watched the laying of all pavement and 
carefully measured the thickness of all 
such paveménts and saw that they came 
up to specifications. 

Captain Clayton stated that the ma- 
teriai used by Mr. Collier in making re- 
pairs was not up to the standard, ac- 
cording to experts. 

“It is not my business,”’ said Captain 
Clayton, “‘to criticise Mr. Collier's work, 
but if I chose to do so I could fill a 
volume. Since he uses poor material in 
making repairs I can’t see how the city 
could be benefited by putting under him 
the inspection of street paving. He 
admits himself that he is not an ex- 
pert,” 

Dr. D’Alvigny said that asphalt 
Streets which were undulating could be 
rerollied and made level on a hot sum- 
mer day. 

Captain Clayton stated that no as- 
Phalt pavement could last longer than 
between ten and fifteen years. 

R. E. Bullard testified that he had’ 
charge of the rollers when the Asphalt 
Paving Company of Georgia paved 
Peachtree street and he saw Dr. D’AI]- 
vigny inspecting the work every day. 

Mr. Venable Takes the Stand. 

Samuel H. Venable was the next wit- 

ness. He said he was president of the 


Asphalt Paving Company of Georgi 
which laid asphalt on Peachtree, Mitc},- 


Mr. Collier stated that all the testi- 
mony on the asphalt pavement in be- 
half of the city engineer was from the 
contractors and others who had been 
interested in the work. 

The committee decided to finish its 
investigation of the asphalt by a per- 
sonal inspection of the paved streets. 

Bridge Charge Taken Up. 

The next charge of Mr. Collier was in 
regard to the pavement on the Forsyth 
Street, the MitcheH and the Whitehall 
street railroad bridges. One criticism 
of Mr. Colier was that on these bridges 
no cambers had been used. 

Grant Wilkins took the stand and as 
a bridge expert stated that it was im- 
possible to use cambers On steel bridges. 

Captain Clayton remarked that if Mr. 
Collier had known that Mr. Wilkins 
built the Forsyth and Mitchell street 
bridges he wouldn’t have criticised 
them. ’ 

“I am the man Mr. Collier is after," 
said Captain Clayton. 

Mr. Wilkins said he had known Cap- 
tain Clayton since 1874. 

“TIT want to say,.’’ remarked Mr. Wil- 
kins, “that the city’s interests are al- 
ways safe in Captain Clayton’s hands.” 

Byron Lowéders, in answer to a charge 
by Mr. Collier that the concrete foun- 
dation on Edgewood avenue was not 
good, stated that he superintended the 
work, and it was as good as money 
and first-class material could make it. 

Mr. Lowders said he believed the 
wood-block paving on Edgewood ave- 
nue ought to last about fifteen years. 
He believed the street to have been 
paved in a first-class manner. 

The Wood Block Cherge. 

Mr. Collier further charged that the 
city engineer called for a_ specific 
gravity for creosote oil for wood 
block of 1.03, when it ought to have 
been 1.12. Captain Clayton said his 
first specification was for 1.12, but he 
was informed by experts that a pure 
creosote oil ran in a specific gravity 
between 1.08 and 1.05, and anything 
higher was not used in treating wood 
blocks. There was only one firm that 
would furnish the 1.12 specific grav- 
ity, and creosote oi) of that: gravity 
was not pure. The specifications for 
creosoting wood block was then 
changed. 

Vv. H. Kreigshaber took the stand and 
stated that creosote oil of a specific 
gravity of 1.03 to 1.05 was the best 
for treating wood block. Mr. Kreig- 
shaber is a general agent for building 
supplies, and was at one time a civil 
engineer. He believed that the wood 
block used in Atlanta was as thor- 
oughly inspected as could possibly 
have been done. 

Mr. Collier read the specifications 
for wood-block treatment in other 
cities, and they required a creosote 
oil of 4.12 specific gravity. 

Captain Clayton said he admitted that 
some other cities called for the 1.12 
specific gravity. 

“Those cities were fooled,’”’ stated 
Captain Clayton, ‘just as I was, three 
years ago.” : 

Executive Session Held, 

Mr. Collier and Captain Clayton both 
announced that the case was closed, and 
the committee went into executive ses- 
sion. 

The necessity of a personal inspection 
of the street paving was discussed. 
Mayor Maddox asked the question if 
the asphalt pavement showed a loss of 
an inch in thickness would that prove 
that the pavement was not properly 
laid, and that the city engineer or his 
inspector was to blame, 

Alderman Candler said he was in favor 
of reporting favorably the ordinances 
placing the inspection of the street 
pavement under the commissioner of 
public work. 

One of the ordinances called for the 
appointment of street inspectors to be 
appointed by the commissioner of public 
works. The appointments are now made 
by the city engineer. 

Councilman Amorous moved to amend 
so the mayor can appoint the inspec- 
tors, no matter which department su- 
perintends the work. 

Alderman Pittman thought that the 
inspectors ovught-.to be appointed by the 
department that Las the work done. He 
bebieved that the inspection in the past 
had been well done. He did not think 
the engineering department should be 
criticised for the bad condition of some 
of the streets. He was in favor of 
consolidating the offices of city engineer 
and commissioner of public works. 

The committee decided to take no ac- 
tion until after the street paving was 
inspected. | 

The inepection will take place next’ 
Tuesday morning at I! o'clock. Mr. 
Collier and Captain Clayton will be 
asked to accompany the committee. 
Every paved street in the city will be 
plugged and the pavement closely in- 
epected.

DEMAND FOR STOCKS 
SEEMS TO BE SLACK 


But at the Same Time There Is 
but Little Inclination 
to Sell Them. 


New York, March 26.—The dullness of 
the stock market was accentuated to- 
day, but the character of the market 
was but little changed. The profes- 
sional observers of the dealings are in- 
clined to argue favorably from the 
power of the resistance manifested, Re- 
action is postponed, in spite of the run- 
ning out of the demand and from this 
it 1s imferred that there is no inclina- 
tion to sell stocks. The demand re- 
mains, however, at a very low stage. 
Interest centered chiefly in a few lower 
grade stocks and the movements in 
these had no other reason, so far as re- 
vealed, than the suspected operations 
ot pools in the stocks. The railroad 
stocks in which the Hawley interest is 
dominant showed some life. The Gould 
group was unevenly strong also, with- 
out other news than vague rumors, such 
as that provision had been made for 
meeting the imminent obligations of 
the Wabash by the maturity of notes. 
There continue the rumors of the work- 
ing out of ‘a comprehensive plan to re- 
organize the finances of the Missouri Pa- 
cific. Atchison showed a belated benefit 
from the good net earnings for Febru- 
ary, which were reported yesterday 
without affecting the stock. There was 
reported a likelihood that the anthra- 
cite cothpanies would discontinue min- 
fing operations on April | in the event 
of a failure to reach an agreement with 
the miners by that’ time, rather than 
continue work pending an agreement, 
as was suggested. News of the sale 
of a block of bonds by the Jones & 
Laughlin Steel Company gave an im- 
pression of confidence in an early need 
for additional steel producing facilities. 


The small buying of stocks for London 


account was of considerable effect, in 
view of the narrowness of the marke. 
so that the shifting news of the Balkan 
situation is followed with attention in 
Wall street. The statement that inter- 
est due in April on Erie bonds would be 
paid by the company, instead of the 
purchase of the coupons by the com- 
pany’s bankers, which has been the 
practice for several months, was takien 
as evidence of growing financial 
strength by the company. There was 
an advancing tendency in quotations for 
copper, although the market for that 
metal was said to have quieted down 
again after the more active demand 
earlier in the we@k. The day passed 
without additional engagements of gold 
for export, although the foreign ex- 
change rate ae near to the gold ex- 
port level. iscounts are receding 
abroad and a decline in the Bank of 
fngiand official discount rate is looked 
for after April |, of settlements. It is 
estimated that the April disbursément 
in New York will amount to $1 20,000.- 
000 and the requirements will be met, 
apparently with the greatest ease. 
Money on call today loaned below the 
recently prevailing rate, and time loans 
also easier except for the longer maturt- 
ties, especially over the year. Esti- 
mates of the currency movement of the 
week indicate that the $6,300,000 gold 
export have been more than made good 
by the receipts on balance on the in- 
terior movement and by the gain on 
subtreasury operations. New York ex- 
change at Chicago, however, has re- 
ceded to par, indicating some sub- 
sidence in the movement from the in- 
terior. Bonds were firm. Total sales, 
par value, $3,652,000. United States 
bonds were unchanged on call.

DECIDED INCREASE 
IN WHEAT SUPPLY 


This and a Brisk Demand by 
Exporters Caused Wheat 
to Advance. 


Chicago, March 26.—A decided falling 
off in the visible supply of wheat in 
Argentina, and a brisk demand by ex- 
porters in the northwest, created con- 
siderable bullish sentiment in the 
wheat market here today, final quota- 
tions showing net gains of 3-8@!-2 to 
5-8c. Corn and oats were weak, and 
provisions firm. 

The market at the start was bullishly 
affected by the. news from Argentina 
and opening quoiations showed gains 
of a shade to 3-8, eompared with the 
previous close. In addition to a com- 
paratively light movement during the 
week from Argentina, the visible sup- 
ply of wheat in that country showed 
a decrease of |,560,000 bushels for the 
week. Several of the leading bulls 
gave the market good support from 
the start, and this prompted consider- 
able miscellaneous buying. In the last 
half of the day the market derived 
additional strength from talk of a live- 
ly ‘export business, especialiy at 
Duluth. The total exports were finaily 
estimated at fifty boatloads at ai: 
points. Late in the session there was 
free selling of the distant deliveries, 
which caused a decline of about 1!-2c 
in both July and September. During 
the day May ranged between i1!71-8 
and 1!17\3-4, while July sold between 
$1.03 7-8@!.04 7-8. The close was firm. 
with May at $1.171-2 and July at 
$1.04 3-8. | 

Poor demand for cash grain and 
more favorable weather for the move- 
ment inspired considerable selling of 
corn today, resulting in a weak market 
rearly all day. The feature of trading 
was the buying of May and the selling 
of July by the same Interests that op- 
erated on a similar basis the previous 
session. The market closed weak at 
almost the lowest point, at net losses 
of 1-8 to 3-8c. Final quotations on 
May were 665-8 and on July 65 |-2@ 
65 5-8. 

Trade in oats was a repetition of that 
of the previous session, there being 
free selling of the deferred futures by 
country traders, based On prospects of 
a large acreage to.be sown to oats.

Chattanooga, Tenn., March 26.—The 
Tradesman today says of the iron and 
steel markets:
